The problems of 
the western farmer have been prom¬ 
inent In all commercial newaif, indeed 
they have not bsen over-stressed, 
but unfavorable events have al:?o 'eft 
their mark on the Fast, although, of 
course, this oldHentablished, m xed 
farming area is better able to with¬ 
stand adverse influences than the 
West. 

A prolonged feeding season, coupl¬ 
ed with short supplies of grains on 
many farms and low prices for butter 
and several other products, have b n 
the principal features ’n Ontario and 
in respect of price depr .ssion. In 
certain parts of Quebec and the Mar- 
intin^a ProVnces as well; an offsett¬ 
ing influence in many individual cas¬ 
es wa.s the profitable returns from 
the marketing of live stock and some 
root crops. pa.^''cularly potatoes.

May 21; (Special to the 
Recorder,) Air mall carried during 
lha flr^t fiunrtcr of the year, ending 
March 31, amounted to 144,896 pound.s 
as comi>arcd with 146,376 pounds for 
the corresponding period of last year. 

A large increase in poundage Is ex¬ 
pected for the second quarter as the 
prairie air mall service wan only In¬ 
augurated In March. * 

During the first three months of 
this year 958 scheduled trips were co¬ 
mpleted along with 101 special trips 
In the Mackensle river district.. There 
were, in oil, 1, 231 scheduled trips of 
whicfi 148 were partially completed, 
and 126 cancelled because of weather 
conditions. 

The system of estimating air mail 
Is drlfferent In Canada from the Un¬ 
ited States. Air mall in Canada may 
be carried a part of the way across 
the continent, then shipped another 
section by rail before It Is again pick¬ 
ed up by the planes.

Development of fruit growing on 
the prairies has been one of the 
features of agricultural progress In 
recent years in western (kinada. 
Patches of native gooseberries, cur¬ 
rants and raspberries have evolved 
into orchards containing many 
varieties of plums, cherries, apples 
and small fruits. The largest 
acreages are devoted to strawber¬ 
ries and raspberries. 

A recent official compilation 
shows that farm live slock in Can¬ 
ada in 1929 was valued at $864,167,- 
000 as compared with $696,472,000 in 
1926. Canada's poultry popiila- 
lion in 1929 numbered 60,899,782. 
valued at $63.854»000. 

A forest in embryo—250 acres of 
jack and white pine — has been 
planted by the Saskutc'hcwan for¬ 
estry service in the Prince Albert 
region. H. P. Eisler, forestry en¬ 
gineer, states that the transplant¬ 
ing of 2,000,000 nursery seedlings 
and stock is the largest of such 
programmes in the history of the 
province. 

While the official opening of the 
Welland Ship Canal, constructed at 
a cost of $120,000,000. will nut 
take place until next July, the 
northern section was unorflclally 
opened to traffic recently when the 
steamer Georgian entered Lock 
No. 1 from Port Weller, the Lake 
Ontario end of the canal, and pass¬ 
ed through to Lake Erie.
